SKETCH  OF  OBANGE  PRESBYTEBIAL 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  looking  up  the  history  of  our  woman's 
work  that  of  twenty-six  societies  formed  in  1873,  three  were  in  North 
Carolina;  but  before  that,  as  far  back  as  1823,  the  Female  Benevolent 
Society  of  old  Alamance  Church  was  organized,  and  educated  an  Indian 
boy  whom  they  called  David  Caldwell. 

Another  society  having  the  same  name  was  organized  in  Greensboro, 
1830.  The  next  recorded  date  is  of  the  Chapel  Hill  society,  organized 
by  Dr.  Mitchell,  in  1854. 

The  Female  Benevolent  Society  of  Alamance  Church  was  re-organized 
in  1873,  by  Mrs.  Tidball,  the  pastor's  wife,  and  between  1880-85  their 
daughter,  Miss  Lilly  Tidball,  went  to  the  foreign  field. 

One  of  the  first  strictly  foreign  missionary  societies  was  that  of 
Centre  Church,  organized  by  Dr.  Houston,  on  furlough  from  China,  in 
1874. 

Through  his  influence  at  this  time  many  foreign  missionary  societies 
were  organized  throughout  the  General  Assembly. 

These  items  are  condensed  from  a  History  of  Woman's  Work  in 
Orange  Presbytery,  compiled  by  Miss  S.  O  'H.  Dickson,  of  Winston-Salem, 
who  is  so  well  known  and  loved  not  only  in  North  Carolina,  but  else- 
where. 

In  April,  1898,  in  response  to  a  call  from  Miss  Dickson,  the  Woman 's 
Foreign  Missionary  Union  of  Orange  Presbytery  was  organized,  eight 
churches  only  being  represented.  Miss  Dickson  was  our  first  president, 
and  under  her  guiding  hand  the  work  grew  and  flourished.  Another 
notable  worker,  and  our  president  for  a  number  of  years,  was  Mrs. 
R.  D.  Blacknall,  of  Durham,  whose  labors  of  love  have  left  a  lasting 
impression  on  our  Orange  Presbyterial. 

The  following  figures  will  testify  to  the  growth  of  our  work:  The 
contributions  for  the  first  year  amounted  to  $687.42,  with  a  membership 
of  313;  last  year  (1913)  there  was  reported  $11,558.00,  with  a  member- 
ship of  over  1,200. 
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Orange  Presbyter ial  has  sent  out  three  lady  missionaries,  Miss  Tid- 
ball,  from  Alamance  Church;  Mrs.  Warren  Stuart,  nee  Miss  Annie  Chest- 
nut, of  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem,  to  China;  and  Miss  Mary 
Mebane,  from  Mount  Airy,  to  Japan.  Another  young  lady  of  the  Graham 
church,  Miss  Lillian  N.  Murray,  now  Mrs.  W.  L.  Cooper,  Jr.,  Glade 
Valley,  N.  C,  is  under  appointment  as  a  missionary  to  China,  to  go  out  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  funds  are  raised. 

The  various  missionary  societies  of  the  First  Church,  Winston-Salem, 
in  the  past  few  years  have  built  at  Kwang-ju,  Korea,  a  home  for  mis- 
sionaries, known  as  the  Winston  Korean  Home. 

A  fund  of  $500  is  to  be  raised  this  year  for  Assembly's  Home 
Missions,  to  be  called  the  S.  O'H.  Dickson  Church  Building  Loan  Fund, 
in  honor  of  our  first  president.  It  was  decided  £hat  we  ask  the  advice 
of  Presbytery  as  to  getting  in  touch  with  the  women  of  our  colored 
churches  in  Orange  Presbytery.  Presbytery  has  approved  and  com- 
mended this  action,  so  steps  will  be  taken  along  this  line. 

Missionary  literature,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  mission  study  and  prayer 
circles  are  made  a  prominent  feature  of  our  work  at  every  meeting. 

Every  session  begins  with  a  quiet  hour  with  closed  doors,  and  we  find 
this  devotional  exercise  very  helpful. 

For  a  number  of  years  we  have  had  as  a  special  object  of  work  our 
Orange  Presbyterial  High  School,  at  Glade  Valley,  Alleghany  County, 
and  for  this  current  year  we  have  pledged  $1,000  to  help  finish  the 
boys'  dormitory. 

We  do  a  similar  work  for  our  Orphans'  Home,  at  Barium  Springs, 
while  Foreign  Missions,  of  course,  gets  the  lion 's  share  of  our  contribu- 
tions. 

We  have  endorsed  our  new  department  of  Woman's  Work,  and  will 
fall  in  line  as  fast  as  practicable. 

We  are  working  towards  greater  efficiency,  improved  methods,  obedi- 
ence to  authority,  and  progress  along  all  lines;  and  we  do  not  forget  that 
' '  genius  is  the  capacity  for  taking  infinite  pains ' '. 

Our  watchwords  are  work  and  prayer,  for  after  the  inspiration  of  the 
meeting  is  over  we  need  to  "go  home  and  grind",  or  results  will  not  be 
forthcoming.  ' '  We  must  work  while  it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh 
when  no  man  can  work. ' '  Mrs.  E.  C.  Murray.

The  Secretary  read  a  synopsis  of  the  meeting  held  in  Dur- 
ham in  1914.  The  President  read  her  opening  address  to  the 
body,  urging  continued  activity — asking  the  Presbyterial  to 
adopt  Progress  as  their  watch-word.  New  societies  were  re- 
ceived and  committees  appointed.  Mrs.  Murray,  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  made  the  annual  report,  showing 
thorough  work  had  been  done  by  this  committee. 

The  Secretary  made  report  showing  an  increase  in  the 
bulk  of  the  contributions  as  well  as  better  organization  of  the 
work. 

The  Treasurer  was  absent,  hence  there  was  no  report 
made.  Mrs.  Shackelford  of  Durham,  was  made  Treasurer 
protem,  and  made  a  good  report  later.  Mrs.  J.  G.  Strayhorn, 
Secretary  of  Literature,  gave  her  annual  report,  also  urging 
the  Presbyterial  to  read  and  study  the  work  and  to  secure  lit- 
erature as  recommended  by  the  Publication  Committee. 

Narrative  reports  from  delegates  were  heard.  These  were 
followed  by  an  address  by  Mrs.  Lacy  Little  of  China.  Her 
subject  was  "A  Hurried  View  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  China." 
She  gave  a  graphic  description  of  the  development  of  these 
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people,  their  country,  and  the  growth  of  religion  in  the  field. 
Full  of  love  for  her  work  and  love  for  the  people  or  her  adop- 
tion, her  talks  were  ever  helpful. 

A  recess  given  and  luncheon  served  by  the  ladies  of  Gra- 
ham. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON. 

In  the  afternoon  the  remaining  societies  made  their  re- 
ports in  narrative  form  and  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions 
made  her  report. 

Then  followed  the  quiet  hour,  when  Rev.  Lacy  Little  read 
from  St.  Luke,  eleventh  chapter,  and  gave  a  helpful  talk  on 
prayer. 

Meeting  adjourned  to  commence  at  8  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning, when  Dr.  C.  G.  Vardell  of  Red  Springs  made  an  excel- 
lent talk  on  the  work  of  the  school  there  and  told  of  his  vision 
for  making  this  College  a  tremendous  educational  centre. 


THURSDAY  MORNING. 

Topic — Home  Missions. 
The  devotional  hour  was  held  by  Dr.  Va/dell,  who  read 
from  John  :10.    This  was  followed  by  a  short  talk  by  Dr.  Var- 
dell on  the  great  things  he  hoped  to  accomplish  at  Red  Springs 
with  the  help  of  Orange  Presbyterial. 

Eighty  delegates  and  visitors  responded  to  roll  call.  Min- 
utes were  read  and  approved  and  the  remaining  narrative  re- 
ports were  heard  from  delegates  of  local  societies. 

Th  Committees  named  by  the  President  were  as  follows:

Hertwig,  Mrs.  L.  Harris. 

Mrs.  R.  D.  Blacknall,  Secretary  Christian  Education  and 
Ministerial  Relief,  made  her  report,  a  strong  recital  of  a  pow- 
erful office  well  filled.  She  called  attention  to  the  exhibit  from 
Red  Springs.  The  matter  of  raising  $1,000  in  five  years  for 
the  endowment  fund  for  the  Elizabeth  McRae  Chair  of  Bible 
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at  Red  Springs  was  taken  up  and  fully  discussed.  Result, 
the  amount  was  pledged,  $200  will  be  paid  yearly  for  this 
fund  and  $50  for  the  S.  T.  Blacknall  fund — making  a  total  of 
$250  per  year  for  the  Presbyterial — an  average  of  $6  for  each 
society. 

Recess  was  then  taken  and  lunch  served  by  the  hospitable 
women  of  Graham. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  promptly  at  2 
o'clock.  Mrs.  Jackson  Johnson  presided  at  the  Conference  on 
Organization,  furnishing  the  Presbyterial  helpful  data  on  the 
Auxiliary  plan.  Matters  unraveled  being  the  question  of  Sec- 
retaries for  all  the  departments,  how  funds  are  to  be  reported, 
standard  of  excellence,  etc. 

Mrs.  Blacknall  gave  a  postscript  to  her  morning  report, 
asking  that  the  body  inform  themselves  thoroughly  on  her 
work,  then  pray  and  work. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Suttenfield,  Secretary  Assembly's  Home  Mis- 
sions, made  the  next  report. 

Mrs.  W.  E.  Allen  of  Greensboro  read  the  report  sent  by 
Mrs.  A.  W.  McAlister,  Secretary  of  Orphans'  Relief,  having 
with  the  same  a  display  of  work  done  by  Barium  Springs  girls, 
also  maps  and  lists  of  towns  and  churches  helping  in  the  work. 

This  was  followed  by  a  half  hour's  talk  by  Miss  Victoria 
Hudson,  Field  Secretary  for  Barium,  telling  of  her  work,  the 
results  obtained  and  the  needs  of  the  home. 

Discussions  of  the  needs  resulted  in  the  decision  to  leave 
this  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  Orphans'  Relief  to  direct 
the  societies  in  regard  to  their  gifts. 

Quiet  hour  followed,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Lacy  Little, 
and  as  usual,  her  talk  was  inspirational. 

The  President  appointed  a  committee  to  send  a  telegram 
to  our  honorary  President,  Miss  Dickson. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  8  o'clock,  P.  M.,  when 
Dr.  Neal  Anderson  was  heard  in  a  most  excellent  address  on 
Home  Missions.  He  told  the  Presbyterial  family  facts  to 
cause  them  to  bestir  themselves — that  nothing  be  left  undone 
for  the  promotion  of  the  King's  business. 
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FRIDAY  MORNING. 

Topic — Young  People's  Work. 

Devotional  hour  was  led  by  Miss  May  McAlister,  Secre- 
tary Young  People 's  Work.  Roll  call,  Minutes  read.  Report 
on  Local  Home  Missions  by  Mrs.  Rankin.  Report  by  the  Nom- 
inating Committee.  Former  officers  were  re-elected  except  the 
office  of  second  Vice  President,  which  office  was  abolished  by 
the  new  Constitution. 

Mrs.  George  Oldham  was  made  Secretary  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  Miss  McAlister,  as- 
sisted by  Mrs.  Lacy  Little,  and  the  program  for  the  morning 
finished. 

First  were  given  the  statistical  reports  of  the  work,  fol- 
lowed by  the  narrative  reports  made  largely  by  the  young  peo- 
ple. 

These  reports  were  very  interesting  and  showed  the  bene- 
ficial effect  of  the  auxiliary's  plan  and  the  training  along  or- 
ganized lines  by  capable  leaders. 

There  was  a  Question  Box,  conducted  by  Mrs.  Lacy  Little, 
and  helpful  suggestions  made  by  mothers  and  teachers  at 
this  Conference. 

Pledges  were  taken  from  the  Young  People 's  Societies  for 
the  Goodland  Indian  School.  Miss  McAlister  requested  the 
Presbyterial  to  send  a  letter  of  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Phillips,  the 
mother  of  the  late  Dr.  Phillips  and  also  a  special  prayer  was 
offered  for  the  New  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work  and 
Sunday  School  Extension. 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  promptly.  A  letter  of  love 
and  good  wishes  was  read  from  Miss  Dickson.  Mrs.  Rankin  re- 
ported two  changes  in  the  Constitution,  which  were  adopted 
and  the  Constitution  ordered  printed. 

It  was  particularly  emphasized  that  owing  to  the  growth 
of  the  Presbyterial,  delegates  must  be  limited.  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Murray  was  elected  delegate  to  Montreat. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  voted  Mrs.  Porter  for  acting  Secre- 
tary in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Williamson,  also  to  the  ladies  of 
Graham  for  the  hospitality  and  kindness  shown  the  Presby- 
terial. 
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An  invitation  to  the  Presbyterial  to  meet  at  High  Point 
in  1916  was  accepted. 

Sentence  prayers  followed  and  that  grand  old  hymn, 
"Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds,"  was  sung  and  the  18th  annual 
gathering  was  numbered  with  the  past.

efficient  activity,  a  better  uniformal  zeal,  a  larger  Christian 
liberality  and  a  more  sincere  purpose  of  self-denying  effort. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  see  so  many  delegates  at  an 
opening  session,  and  the  reports  that  have  come  in,  and  the 
letters  that  have  been  received,  all  lead  me  to  believe  that  we 
are  realizing  the  value  of  organization. 

' 1  In  union  is  strength ' '  and  to  be  united  fully  in  our  work 
means  greater  efficiency,  and  greater  results.  The  keywords 
of  our  last  two  meetings  have  been  first,  information,  then  ef- 
ficiency. For  this  meeting  shall  we  not  take  for  our  watch- 
word, "Progress?"  At  the  great  convention  in  Charlotte  the 
point  was  made  that  we  needed  information,  inspiration  and 
application  and  one  man  said  he  wanted  to  add  to  these,  deter- 
mination, and  I  would  add  still  another  word,  Progression.  So, 
then,  let  us  determine  to  use  our  organization  to  the  very  best 
advantage  and  make  daily  progress  in  our  work,  measuring 
our  responsibility  by  the  greatness  of  our  task  and  the  wonder- 
ful opportunities  for  service  that  lie  before  us. 

I  would  ask  for  the  coming  year  that  each  society,  as 
far  as  possible,  adopt  the  Auxiliary  plan  and  elect  Secretaries 
for  the  four  causes,  thus  increasing  their  strength  and  effi- 
ciency. 

The  Presbyterial  officers  alone  cannot  make  the  Presbyte- 
rial, the  local  societies  must  each  do  their  part,  for  together 
we  stand  or  fall,  and  we  wish  to  receive  from  them  suggestions 
and  criticisms  given  in  a  kindly  and  helpful  way,  as  to  how 
the  best  interests  of  our  work  can  be  conserved  and  carried  on. 

To  the  local  President  and  Secretary,  I  would  say  study 
and  learn  the  duties  of  your  office  thoroughly.  Each  should 
have  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  her  department,  and  have  its  contents  as  far  as  possible  at 
her  fingers'  ends.  Each  should  endeavor  to  be  an  expert  in 
her  line  as  well  as  to  know  something  about  every  other  cause. 
This  demands  much  sacrifice,  ofttimes  of  much  needed  rest, 
but  it  pays,  for  the  reason  why  so  many  of  us  do  not  enjoy  our 
work  is  because  we  are  not  willing  to  make  the  sacrifice  to  en- 
able us  to  do  it  efficiently.  Let  each  of  us  "magnify  our  of- 
fice," and  work  and  serve  as  "those  who  must  give  account." 

The  correspondence  this  year  has  been  unusually  heavy 
and  there  are  multitudinous  little  details  to  be  attended  to  that 
fail  to  show  up  in  these  annual  meetings  and  you  officers  need 
all  the  help  and  encouragement  that  we  can  give. 
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We  would  ask  you  especially  to  be  prompt  and  accurate  in 
making  and  sending  in  reports,  as  next  year  we  expect  to  set 
a  date  after  which  no  reports  will  be  received.  We  are  ex- 
pecting to  welcome  a  number  of  new  societies  at  this  meeting 
and  are  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  every  society  in  Or- 
ange shall  be  enrolled  in  the  Presbyterial. 

Let  us  press  forward  to  this  end,  using  every  available 
means  towards  bringing  the  world  to  Christ  and  making  the 
Kingdom  of  earth  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

As  Secretary  Pro.  Tern,  of  Foreign  Missions  in  the  Pres- 
byterial, I  will  state  that  as  I  have  only  had  this  work  since 
January  of  the  present  year,  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  full 
justice  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  However,  a  number  of  let- 
ters have  been  received  and  replied  to  and  some  literature  and 
suggestions  have  been  sent  out. 

Calls  to  the  Week  of  Prayer  Circles,  with  suggestions^  and 
directions  as  to  how  these  could  be  managed  and  observed  were 
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put  in  the  Standard,  and  a  letter  was  sent  to  each  society  urg- 
ing the  organization  of  these  circles  leading  up  to  the  Week  of 
Prayer. 

Thirty-two  societies  have  sent  in  reports.  Of  these  Ala- 
mance, Buffalo,  the  Woman's  Society,  Church  of  the  Cove- 
nant, the  Earnest  Workers  and  Ladies'  Society  of  Graham, 
Lexington,  Reidsville,  Westminster,  Ladies',  the  Winston  D. 
C.  Rankin,  and  C.  H.  Wiley  Societies,  deserve  special  mention 
for  the  answers  given  and  attention  paid  to  details  of  organi- 
zation. 

There  have  been  reported  missionaries  from  churches : 
Two  preparing  from  Alamance ;  one  on  field  from  Beth- 
el; one  on  field  from  Bethlehem;  one  on  field  from  Greens- 
boro 1st ;  one  on  field  from  Winston  1st ;  two  supported  by 
Winston  1st ;  sixteen  supported  by  Durham  1st. 

There  have  been  reported:  Seventeen  Mission  Study 
Classes;  one  Missionary  Reading  Contest;  twenty-two  Socie- 
ties observed  Week  of  Prayer ;  twenty-two  Societies  have  For- 
eign Mission  Secretaries. 

There  are  some  discouraging  features,  however,  for  our 
foreign  mission  gifts  have  declined  slightly  for  the  past  two 
years. 

Last  year,  1913-1914,  we  gave  $4,029.00  and  this  year, 
1914-1915,  $3,963.00,  making  a  loss  of  $66.00.  This,  I  trust, 
will  be  more  than  made  up  by  the  self-denial  offerings  to  be 
reported  today. 

To  guard  against  any  further  decline  in  our  gifts  to  this 
all-important  cause,  your  Secretary  would  recommend: 

1st.  That  each  Society  elect  for  the  coming  year  an  ef- 
ficient Foreign  Mission  Secretary. 

2d.  That  our  foreign  mission  pledges  in  the  Societies  be 
not  cut  down  by  the  adoption  of  the  Assembly's  Plan. 

3d.  That  mission  study  classes  be  organized  in  every 
Society,  and  where  this  cannot  be  done,  that  missionary  read- 
ing circles  be  substituted. 

4th.  That  a  missionary  library  be  secured  and  circulated 
in  each  Society  and  the  Survey  taken  as  far  as  possible  by  ev- 
ery member. 

5th.  That  prayer  circles  be  organized  in  every  Society 
and  that  the  annual  Week  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  be 
faithfully  observed. 
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6th.  That  the  women  see  to  it  that  the  young  people  and 
children  be  organized  into  societies  and  bands  for  foreign 
mission  study  and  work.

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  AND  MINISTE- 
RIAL RELIEF. 

Your  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  Ministerial 
Relief  finds  from  records  of  twenty-eight  societies  reporting, 
that  most  have  distributed  literature  among  members,  have 
held  meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  cause  and  contribute  reg- 
ularly, and  sixteen  societies  have  Secretaries  of  Cause. 

In  December  circular  letters  were  sent  to  presidents  of  all 
societies,  suggesting  the  appointment  of  Secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  Ministerial  Relief,  meeting  held  in  its  in- 
terest, matter  for  program  and  sources  of  information.  Cards 
of  enquiry  as  to  name  and  address  of  Secretary  Christian  Edu- 
cation and  Ministerial  Relief,  if  any,  were  sent  also,  with  ten 
responses.  Cards  of  reminder  of  Day  of  Prayer  for  Schools 
and  Colleges  were  sent  in  February.  Report  blanks  with 
cards  asking  due  and  prompt  attention  were  sent  in  March. 

The  Secretary  accompanied  the  President  to  the  South- 
ern Presbyterian  College  in  January,  on  invitation  of  Dr.  Var- 
dell,  and  later  sent  circular  letters  to  every  member  of  Presby- 
terial  Societies  so  far  as  names  were  obtainable,  commending 
the  college  in  all  departemnts,  noting  our  responsible  connec- 
tion with  it  as  Orange  Presbyterial,  and  asking  small  contri- 
butions for  present  financial  embarrassment.  Sixteen  socie- 
ties were  represented  in  the  response  of  $35.00. 

About  $83.00  of  the  Blacknall  Loan  Fund  has  been  re- 
ceived.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  MONTREAT 

Your  delegate  to  Montreat  would  report  a  most  delightful 
and  inspiring  meeting  of  our  Synodical  at  Montreat,  beginning 
with  a  prayer  service  conducted  by  the  Vice  President,  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  in  the  parlor  of  the  Christian  Worker's 
Home,  and  followed  on  Monday  by  the  business  session.  The 
following  account  of  which  is  taken  from  the  Minutes  of  our 
Synodical  Meeting : 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod- 
ical was  held  in  the  Auditorium  at  Montreat,  July  20,  the 
President,  Mrs.  Jackson  Johnson,  presiding.  Mrs.  E.  F. 
Reid  conducted  the  devotional  exercises;  she  spoke  of  the  life 
and  work  of  several  women  of  the  Bible;  the  talk  was  exceed- 
ingly helpful.  Mrs.  Johnson  reported  the  meeting  of  the 
"Council"  in  Kansas  City.  All  States  were  represented, 
showing  a  Synodical  organization  in  every  State.  Mrs.  McMil- 
lan, Treasurer,  made  a  concise  report  of  the  finances  of  the 
Auxiliary.  The  year  was  closed  free  of  debt,  even  though 
some  of  the  societies  did  not  meet  their  assessments.  Only 
30  per  cent,  of  the  women  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian 
Church  are  in  organized  work  for  the  Master. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Patterson,  Mrs.  Mclver 
and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Brown  was  appointed  to  go  over  the  Constitu- 
tion and  make  the  changes  necessary  to  be  made.  These 
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changes  will  be  voted  on  at  the  meeting  of  the  Synodical  next 
year.  Several  changes  were  made  in  the  By-Laws,  which  will 
be  printed  in  the  Minutes.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Murray  that  the  Minutes  of  the  Synodical  be  printed;  from 
the  organization  through  the  present  meeting.  Adopted. 

There  was  much  discussion  over  the  meaning  of  "  Local 
Home  Missions;"  we  have  been  confounding  "Local  Home 
Missions"  and  "Congregational."  "Local  Home  Missions" 
covers  only  Synodical  and  Presbyterial  Home  Missions. 

Good  narrative  reports  were  given  by  the  Presbyterial 
Presidents.  Only  Albemarle  Presbyterial  reached  the  ' '  Stand- 
ard of  Excellence"  as  recommended  by  the  Auxiliary.  The 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  E.  F.  Reid,  reported  about  $70  in  the  treasury. 

All  the  Secretaries  made  splendid  reports.  Mrs.  Gurney, 
Secretary  of  Literature,  reported  1,158  copies  of  the  Survey 
taken,  301  Prayer  Calendars,  82  Mission  Study  classes;  she 
felt  sure  that  a  full  report  would  double  these  numbers. 

Mrs.  Chas.  Rankin,  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions,  re- 
ported $22,819  given  last  year  by  our  women ;  the  most  strik- 
ing thing  about  her  report  was  that  "the  Presbyterials  report- 
ing the  largest  per  cent,  of  their  Auxiliaries  organized  accord- 
ing to  Assembly  \s  plan,  show  an  increase  in  Foreign  Missions. ' ' 
There  was  another  encouraging  note — "more  women  in  North 
Carolina  are  studying,  working,  giving  and  praying  for  For- 
eign Missions  than  ever  before."  How.  this  should  rejoice 
our  hearts. 

Mrs.  E.  D.  Brown,  Secretary  of  Young  People's  Work 
and  Sabbath  School  Extension,  struck  a  very  different  note 
when  she  said  there  were  86,000  white  children  in  North  Car- 
olina out  of  any  Sunday  school.  How  can  our  women  fail  to 
be  interested  in  and  work  for  Sabbath  School  Extension? 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Murray  made  a  thrilling  appeal  for  organized 
work  for  Barium  Spring  Orphanage.  The  Synodical  did  not 
see  their  way  clear  to  enter  this  work  just  now.  The  thank 
offering  collection  amounting  to  $9.30  was  to  be  sent  to  Ba- 
rium. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  a  letter  expressing 
the  love  of  the  Synodical  and  their  appreciation  of  her  splen- 
did work  to  Mrs.  Lacy  Little,  who  is  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Synodical. 

The  Synodical  gave  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  W.  B. 
Ramsay  for  her  wonderful  work  in  arranging  the  schedules  for 
the  speakers  attending  the  Presbyterials.    The  Presbyterial 
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Presidents  were  asked  to  send  to  the  Synodical  President  the 
time  and  place  of  their  meeting  of  Presbytery,  also  the  place 
of  meeting  of  the  Presbyterial,  that  the  dates  of  the  meetings 
might  be  arranged. 

The  following  named  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year :  President,  Mrs.  Jackson  Johnson ;  Secretary,  Miss  Mar- 
garet Rankin;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  E.  F.  Reid;  Secretary  Foreign 
Missions,  Mrs.  Chas.  Rankin  ;  Secretary  Assembly  Home  Mis- 
sions, Mrs.  W.  M.  Gumming ;  Secretary  Local  Home  Missions, 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Mclver;  Secretary  Ministerial  Relief  and  Christian 
Education,  Mrs.  Ben.  Lacy;  Secretary  Young  People's  Work 
and  Sabbath  School  Extension,  Miss  Julia  Smith;  Secretary 
Literature,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Gurney. 

The  closing  devotional  was  led  by  Miss  Margaret  Rank- 
in, the  subject  being  "Complete  Surrender/' 

After  prayer  the  Synodical  adjourned  to  meet  at  Mon- 
treat,  1915. 

On  Tuesday  the  Woman's  Summer  School  of  Missions 
convened,  Mrs.  Archibald  Davis  of  Atlanta,  chairman  of  the 
Woman's  Council,  presiding.  At  each  morning  and  afternoon 
session  different  members  of  the  Council  presided  in  turn,  giv- 
ing much  variety  to  the  meetings  of  this  week  of  conference. 

Mrs.  Winsborough  was  prevented  by  illness  from  being 
present  until  the  close  of  the  week,  much  to  our  regret,  and 
her  entrance  then  was  the  signal  for  all  to  rise  in  a  spontaneous 
burst  of  greetings.  • 

Some  of  the  special  features  of  the  week  were  the  mission 
study  classes,  on,  The  Child  in  the  Midst,  each  morning,  and. 
In  Red  Man's  Land,  each  afternoon,  conducted  by  Mrs.  H.  L. 
Hill  of  New  York.  Mrs.  Hill  has  a  brilliant  mind  and  her 
flashes  of  wit  and  humor  lit  up  what  otherwise  might  have 
proved  rather  heavy  work. 

Classes  in  parliamentary  practice  were  carried  on  each 
day  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Town  of  Washington,  D.  C,  in  a  most  lucid 
and  charming  manner,  and  proved  very  enlightening  to  all 
presiding  officers,  as  well  as  members  of  the  societies. 

Mrs.  S.  H.  Askew  of  Atlanta,  had  charge  of  the  Bible 
hour,  and  her  blackboard  outlines,  and  talks  on  the  various 
aspects  of  prayer  and  the  prayer  life,  alone,  were  well  worth 
the  trip  to  Montreat. 

Lack  of  space  prevents  a  fuller  account  of  the  many  inter- 
esting addresses  given  by  our  missionary  women  and  others, 
and  the  Woman's  Conference  closed  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
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July  25th,  with  a  Brunswick  stew,  served  on  Brushy  Moun- 
tain, under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  A.  L.  Phillips,  that  great, 
genial  Christian  gentleman,  since  then  called  to  his  reward.

REPORT   OF   SECRETARY  OP  ASSEMBLY'S  HOME 

MISSIONS. 

Orange  Presbyterial  has  only  had  the  two  Home  Mission 
Secretaries  since  January  and  your  Secretary  of  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  finds  it  hard  to  make  a  very  satisfactory  report 
for  this  important  cause. 

From  the  twenty-nine  societies  reporting  we  find  that 
twenty  have  Secretaries  for  the  cause,  ten  report  study  classes, 
twenty  observed  Week  of  Prayer  for  Home  Missions,  fifteen 
report  observance  of  special  Sundays. 

Only  six  report  the  27  per  cent,  in  gifts,  eleven  report  no- 
thing contributed  to  Assembly's  Home  Missions. 

Almost  every  Society  has  had  literature  on  the  subject 
and  report  interesting  programs  in  the  interest  of  the  cause. 

In  November  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  President  of 
every  Society  to  remind  them  of  the  S-  O'H.  Dickson  Fund, 
which  we  are  sure  would  have  been  paid  up  long  ago  if  the 
money  sent  in  had  been  properly  credited.  Each  one  was 
urged  to  state  distinctly  when  money  is  sent  for  this  Building 
and  Loan  Fund,  and  to  see  that  it  goes  to  our  own  Treasurer, 
Mr.  A.  N.  Sharp,  Atlanta,  Ga.  Our  pledge  for  this  Fund- is 
$500.00,  and  up  to  April  1st  of  this  year  only  $283  had  been 
sent  in.

A  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Bannerman  stating  that  Synod 
requested  that  a  Board  of  Visitors  be  appointed  by  the  Presbyterial 
Auxiliary  to  visit  the  Home  at  Barium  Springs,  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  workings  and  needs  of  the  Home  and  to  make 
any  suggestions  they  may  think  wise  with  reference  to  the  Home, 
to  the  Board  of  Eegents  and  not  to  the  Superintendent.  The  Board 
of  Visitors  shall  be  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  Barium  work  in 
each  Presbyterial. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synodical  also 
requested  the  Presbyterials  to  contribute  as  much  as  $10.00  toward 
the  Woman's  Building  now  in  course  of  construction  at  Montreat. 
This  was  acted  upon  and  the  amount  was  raised  on  the  floor  with  a 
surplus  of  $5.00,  which  was  voted  to  be  used  toward  defraying  the 
expense  of  printing  Constitutions  and  By-Laws  of  the  Presbyterial 
Auxiliary  which  had  never  been  printed. 

An  invitation  from  The  Raleigh  Society  was  sent  through  Mrs. 
Bannerman  to  all  the  officers  of  the  Presbyterial  to  attend  the  Wo- 
man's Synodical  Auxiliary  to  be  held  in  Raleigh  the  first  week  in 
November.  Besides  the  President,  Mrs.  O.  G.  Jones,  the  delegates 
elected  to  this  meeting  were  Mrs.  Lawrence. Holt,  Jr.,  and  Mrg.  Lynn 
B.  Williamson    The  election  of  the  Presbyterial  officers  followed. 

Miss  Mary  Graham,  of  Peace  Institute,  was  present  and  spoke 
briefly  of  her  interesting  work  at  Peace. 

The  report  of  the  Young  People's  work  was  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary. 

Roll  call  and  report  of  delegates  from  the  Young  People 's  So- 
cieties. The  enrollment  showed  a  goodly  number  of  leaders  present 
but  very  few  young  people,  but  their  reports  were  splendid  and 
greatly  appreciated  by  all.  A  conference  on  Young  People's  work 
followed  and  there  were  very  able  discussions  of  some  of  the  vital 
things  concerning  Young  People's  work.  It  was  decided  to  hold 
Young  People's  Day  in  June  at  Alamance  Church.

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EEPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  ASSEMBLY'S  HOME  MISSIONS 

Notwithstanding  the  disturbed  state  of  the  financial  world,  the 
year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  the  best  for  the  work  of  Assembly's 
Home  Missions,  both  spiritually  and  financially. 

By  rigidly  declining  all  applications  for  enlarged  work,  for  new 
opportunities  no  matter  how  promising,  and  for  greater  needs,  how- 
ever appealing,  the  Home  Mission  Committee  has  been  able  to  meet 
current  expenses  during  the  year,  thus  preventing  increased  indebt- 
edness. There  must  be  a  liberal  increase  in  contributions  before 
our  committee  can  be  released  from  the  present  indebtedness  and 
able  to  move  out  into  the  many  waiting  fields. 

Last  year  Orange  Presbyterial  gave  $575.00  to  Assembly's,  this 
year  we  gave  $783.30,  an  increase  of  $208.00. 

From  the  thirty-one  societies  reporting,  twenty-one  had  Home 
Mission  programs,  twenty-three  had  received  literature  on  the  sub- 
ject. There  were  eighteen  Study  Classes  reported,  twenty-three  ob- 
served Home  Mission  Week,  twenty-seven  report,  regular  gifts  to 
the  cause,  and  eight  report  definite  pledges  to  the  work. 

Your  Secretary  is  glad  to  report  the  S.  O.  H.  Dickson  Building, 
and  Loan  Fund  paid  in  full.  Mr.  Sharp  reported  $462.45  paid  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  $37.55  still  due.  This 
small  amount  was  pledged  from  the  floor  during  Presbyterial,  and 
I  am  glad  to  pass  the  books  to  my  successor  with  the  pledge  finished 
up,  and  to  wish  for  her  the  same  joy  in  the  work  of  Assembly's 
Home  Missions  that  I  have  had.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Report  of  Committee  on  Recommendations,  which  was  accepted: 
1st.  An  amendment  to  Section  4  of  By-Laws,  changing  Volun- 
tary Contributions  to  Contingent  Fund,  to  a  required  amount  from 
each  society,  which  is  10  cents  per  member  for  Presbyterial  dues, 
and  5  cents  per  member  for  Synodical  dues.

3rd.  That  the  local  societies  follow  Presbytery's  plan  for  dis- 
tribution of  gifts.  This  percentage  is  shown  in  the  fall  minutes  of 
Presbytery. 

4th.  That  a  representative  for  Glade  Valley  be  elected  to  work 
with  the  local  societies  and  the  Presbyterial  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education  and  Ministerial  Relief. 

5th.  That  each  local  society  be  asked  to  change  its  name  to 
'  Woman's  Auxiliary,"  where  it  is  practical.
